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Should town center DChOols had deficit for FY88 


plans be extended 
along Main Street? 


Should the current planning for 
the improvement of Wilmington 
Square, being called Alternative 3, 
be enlarged? 

The Wilmington Redevelopment 
Authority (WRA) believes this is a 
good time to discuss a project for 
the improvement of Route 38, from 
Middlesex Avenue to the Tewks- 
bury line. It wants a mecting with 
the Wilmington Selectmen and the 
Wilmington ‘Town Manager to 
discuss such a project. Nothing else 
should be discussed at such a 
mecting, the WRA members 
believe, and they suggest that the 
meeting be non-public. 

Alternative 3 is the new name for 
the planning of Wilmington square. 
Previous planning, which featured 
a tunnel under Church Street, and 
was prepared by the Mass. Depart- 
ment of Public Works (MDPW) 
had been turned down after a public 
hearing. In a town meeting the 
town voted to authorize the WRA 
to propose planning for Wilming- 
ton Square, and for strects leading 
to the square. 

A few weeks ago, after a public 
hearing, the Wilmington Selectmen 
accepted the planning proposal 
known as Alternative 3. 

The WRA members recognized 
that the improvement of Main 
Street from Middlesex Avenue to 
the Tewksbury line will become 
necessary, after the construction of 
Wilmington Square (Alternative 
3). They think it beucr to do the 
work at the same time as the 
Square. \This would minimize the 
disruption associated with two 
separate projects, and could effec- 
tively develop the waffic capacity 
of Route 38 from Kirk Surcet to the 


Tewksbury linc. 

The Bruce Campbell Associates, a 
firm founded by a former commis- 
sioner of the MDPW has been 
advising the WRA. It is due to soon 
submit the plans for Alternative 3 
to the MDPW. In a recent Ietter to 
the WRA Campbell suggested that 
not only the members of the WRA, 
but the sclectmen and town 
manager should be present for that 
mecting, 

Campbell believes that this is the 
time to make proposals for 
improving Main Street to the 
Tewksbury line. A grant improve- 
ment for this section of Main Strect 
is critical, he says, not only to the 
busingss of either side of Route 38, 
but also to the success of Alter- 
native 3, 

Thirty million dollars he has told 
the WRA, has been appropriated by 
the legislature in the recent "1988 
Acceleratcd Transportation Devel- 
opment and Improvement Pro- 
gram,” recently enacted by the 
legislature. Campbell estimates that 
the town has effected a $2,000,000 
savings in the current planning for 
Alternative 3. 

The MDPW will be considering 
applications for grants under the 
Accelerated Transportation Devel- 
opment program in late September 
or October. The grants will be 
awarded in January - February 
1989, Campbell believes the timing 
will be very good for the Town of 
Wilmington to be considered in this, 
program. 

Chairman Jay Donovan and other 
members of the WRA have agreed 
with the thinking of Bruce 
Campbell, for the Route 38 
improvement. 


Deming Way housing for elderly 
set for summer ‘89 completion

A projected two million dollar 
project to develop 32 units of 
elderly housing at Deming Way is 
finally moving ahead. After almost 
four years in the planning and 
design stage, the Wilmington 
Housing Authority anticipates the 
state subsidized project will be 
complete by the summer of 1989. 
In an update Monday night, WHA 
Chairman Kevin McMillan told 
sclectmen "we're confident, after 
almost four ycars, it's, going to be a 
reality.” : 


Stewart and Cain 
to negotiate with 
Reading Light 

Chairman Jim Stewart and Robert 
Cain were chosen by fellow select- 
men Monday to act as a team and 
continue negotiations with Reading 
Light on a monthly basis. Though 
Michael McCoy expressed an inte- 
rest in being one of the team, the 
vote went against him in three to 
one votcs. 

Bob Doucette took the opportu- 
nity to remind his board he was still 
in favor of forming a separate light 
department "if we have to," 
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McMillan explained that the plans 
were finalized in July and the 
Project went out to bid six weeks 
ago. The sub-bids for flooring, 
painting, plumbing, and electrical 
work*were opened last Tuesday. 
McMillan said the bids for general 
contractor will be opened August 9. 
He added he expects a large number 
of reputable firms to bid on the job. 

The long-awaited housing units 
will be located in a two story 
gallery style building behind the 
present units at Deming Way.The 
building wi!l be partially heated by 
solar energy. Four of the single 
bedroom units will be sct aside for 
the handicapped and six will be 
alloted for congregate housing. 

McMillan praised town officials 
for their "tremendous cooperation" 
in helping with the project. 
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School committee 
hires Ipswich man 
as interim 
superintendent 


The Wilmington School Com- 
milttce voted 3 10 2 Monday night to 
hire an Ipswich man as interim 
superintendent of schools. 

John Stella was-one of two mea 
interviewed, and was hired after he 
indicated he would be available on 
Monday to take over the job. 

Supt. of Schools Robert Horan 
leaves Friday 

Stella, served in Wilmington as 
interim business manager a few 
years ago, is the retired superinten- 
dent of schools for Ipswich. 

The other man interviewed for 
the position was Peter Garafoli of 
North Andover. ‘Although he was 
nominated for the position, he only 
attracted three votes. The principal 
objection expressed was that he 
would not be able to start until Aug. 
29. School commitice members felt 
this was too close to the beginning 
of the school year. 

One very interesting point came 
across in Garafoli's interview. He 
told the school committee that he 
‘was not interested in working for 
them unless they re-organized. He 
would not work with a committee 
that was split 3 to 3.

In last week's Town Crier, the 
story on Supt. Robert Horan's 
$64,597 buy-back reported that 
Chairman Anthony Accardi had 
initialed a memo regarding the 
Payment. The initials were actually 
those of Horan. Accardi signed the 
warrant which included the 
payment to Horan with the regular 
two-week payroll.“In Monday 
night's school committee meeting, 
he said that he had asked Horan if 
the warrant contained anything 
unusual.

The Wilmington school system 
went into a deficit in the fiscal year 
which ended on June 30. 

School business manager Peter 
DeRoeve has yet to spell out the 
details, but in Monday night's 
school committee meeting, he did 
confirm that a deficit spending 
pattern did exist. He said that there 
would be a meeting on Wednesday 
morning with the superintendent, 
town manager and town 
accountant. 

Bridget Zukas pressed DeRoeve 
on the question of the deficit, 
noting that on June 22, she had 
asked Supt. Horan and Mr. Accardi 
if there was enough money. 
DeRoeve replicd that what she had 
asked about was a separate issue, 
not the overall budget. 

"I asked if we had money, and 
you said nothing,” she said. 

Regarding the budget for the 
1989 fiscal year, DeRoeve said they 
would have to watch it carefully, as 
there. were scveral issues not 
addressed at the February "budget- 
a-thon". 

"We could come down to a 


situation where we will be needing 
more money,” he said, 

“All this has been on-going in my 
office for the past three months,” 
DeRoeve said. "I have told the 
superintendent, and he has done his 
own thing.” 

Dr. Michacl Thomas asked how 
soon it would be before the 
commitice would see some kind of 
a report. 

Hopefully within a weck, said 
DeRoeve. 

The issue of the schoo! budget had 
come up because of a requested 
appropriation for additional guid- 
ance personnel to handle scheduling 
changes at the high school for five 
weeks prior to school opening, The 
requested amount was $5500, to be 
added to $5000 already available. 

"I would move to approve this 
since we have a $12 million budget 
and we're talking an infintessimal 
amount,” said Robert Suran. 

Jim Demos wanted to know 
where the moncy would come 
from, "If you approve that, what 
program will you lose?" he asked.

School committee boils 
over buy-back question 


Despite some attempts to smooth 
matters over, the Wilmington 
School Commitice meeting on 
Monday night erupted into a 
shouting match. Chairman Anthony 
Accafli and Vice Chairman Shirley 
Callan locked horns in a heated 
exchange over the sequence of 
events regarding Supt. Robert 
Horan's receiving a check for 
$64,000 in vacation pay and sick 
leave buy-back. 

The subject was brought up by 
Jim Demos, who said he wanted 
some questions answered before he 
would sign the warrant for the pay 
period which included the 
controversial check. He read the 
clauses of the contract which 
provide for vacation and sick leave. 
He also read clause 15, which said 
that nothing should be considered a 
part of the contract unless it were 
written in the contract. 

Bridget Zukas responded that 


both Walter Pierce and Carol Sager 
had been paid buy-back for their 
vacation and sick leave, and that it 
was practice to pay for both. 

“What are you saying? Was the 
contract violated? We did the same 
thing for the last two superinten- 
denis,” she said. 

Mrs. Callan asked if it were 
policy to have school counsel set the 
per dicm rate. School attorney 
Robert Canavan had set the rate at 
$266.97 per day. 

Dr. Michacl Thomas said that Dr. 
Sager had only been paid $30 a day 
for her buy-back. 

Accardi said that the problem was 
that the town manager had released 
the check above his signature. He 
said he had signed the warrant to 
allow the payment of the payroll, 
but had instructed the town mana- 
ger to not give the check to Horan 
until a majority of the committee 
had signed the check. 


Accardi and Stapczynski in 
dispute over Horan check 


The question of how departing 
Supt. of Schools Robert Horan was 
given his $64,597 in sick time and 
vacation buy-back has come down 
to a dispute between the chairman 
of the school committee and the 
town manager. 

Chairman Anthony Accardi said 
at the school committce mecting 
Monday night that he had called the 
town mafiiger twice on Thursday, 
July 28, and had told him that the 
payroll should be issued, but to 
hold the check for Horan until the 
school committce members could 
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sign the warrant. 

The town manager, though, had 
maintained that since the warrant 
had been signed, there was no way 
that he could legally hold up the 
check. He cited a case a few years 
ago where the town accountant had 
tried to exert some control over the 
school budget, and was stopped in 
court. 

Accardi told the Town Crier that 
he intends to follow up with a legal 
interpretation of the superinten- 
dent's contract, to be solicited from 
the school committce attomey.

He said that he had not learned of 
Horan's receiving the check until 
Friday, and that the town manager 
had given Horan the check without 
telling him (Accardi). 

Mrs. Callan said’ the town 
manager hadtold her that once the 
warrant was signed, that he could 
not legally hold it up. 

She then went through a sequence 
of events, A dispute arose over 
what Accardi had told her. She said 
he had said he would send the 
warrant around for a signiture, He 
said he hadn't said that on the 
phone, only in a letter. 

My request was to send the 
warrant around, my request to the 
central office, and it wasn't done, 
he said, 

Mrs. Callan said that was a farce. 
At this point, the conversation fell 
into a shouting match, with Accardi 
calling her a liar. "Question my 
judgement, but don’t question my 
integrity," he said, 

Mrs. Callan said that all she had to 
substantiate the amount was a 
memo that went to the payroll 
department. 

Of Horan, she said, “I am not 
questioning his right to the money. ; 


I am questioning this committce's 
judgement. It makes the committee 
look horrible. It makes the chair- 
man look worse."

Selectmen feel the heat 
on truck exclusion

Heat was put on Wilmington 
selectmen Monday night as out- 
spoken Salem Street residents once 
again pushed for a truck exclusion 
on their street. 

Though Chairman Jim Stewart 
reminded the neighbors the board 
voted in mid-July to support such 
an exclusion, spokesman Tony 
Capuano labeled the slow moving 
Process to find alternate routes "a 
joke.” 

Capuano pointed out there are 
only four main streets which could 
be considered suitable for heavy 
trucks: Routes 38, 129, 125, and 
62. He suggested the board move 
quickly to put up signs to exclude 
trucks and enforce them with a 
heavy fine to deter violators, He 
was backed by sclectman Michacl 
McCoy. 

“I'd love to have the thing happen 
tomorrow. I understand your 
frustration,” said Stewart, who 
seemed frustrated himself by 
charges made against his board. 

Stewart reiterated that traffic 
counts are currently underway to 
check traffic volume and origin of 
truck traffic. He asked the town

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Sludge odor problems aired = sev

“Massachusetts has a bad record, 
particularily with odors." These 
words by Fred Sullivan, a retired 
odor and chemical expert with 
Arthur D. Little, zeroed in on one 
possible problem Wilmington will 
face if a sludge facility is located in 
town. 

In a recent interview with Sul- 
livan,a member of the local Sludge 
Siting Task Force, the Town Crier 
discovered some negative side 
effects of sludge. According to 
Sullivan, sludge contains heavy 
metals like mercury and lead which 
are reportedly "very harmful.” 
Sullivan explained that even if 
compost is burned, the metals 
remain in the ash and must be 
buried in landfills. The metals, 
which may contain carcinogens, 
could reportedly be carried in 
groundwater and drawn up into 
leafy vegetables.

fecal odors, which are said to travel 
a long distance; hydrogen sulfide, 
which is often so strong it requires 
a mask; and sulpher dioxide, which 
is harmful to people with respira- 
tory problems, 

“T've scen sludge trucks coming 
out with a smell so powerful they 
get you down on your knees," said 
Sullivan, adding that, in some cases, 
the streets have to be washed down 
to remove the odor. 

Sullivan has an impressive back- 
ground with sludge and odors. In 
the past he has worked at sludge 
treatment and sewage plants and 
conducted community odor sur- 
veys, He has consulted on the old 


tannery site in Woburn; a muni- 
cipal waste treatment plant in New 
Rochelle, New York; the Beverly- 
Essex area sewage treatment plant; 
and the Greater Southwest Ohio 
waste treatment plant, among 
others, Sullivan explained in de- 
tecting odors, experts use sensitive 
instruments as well as the nose to 
measure the type and intensity of an 
odor. 

“Odors travel like a stream and 
go anyplace. I've scen odors from 
paper plants, for instance, travel 13 
miles away. It takes very very little 
odor to affect different people and 
be a public nuisance," Sullivan 
maintained. 

When asked about the possibility 
of a facility in town, Sullivan said 
"it's definitely something that 
would be bad for the town. There's 
no question in my mind.” 


There are a number of techniques 
now being utilized to destroy 
odors, among them the use of vapor 
combustion units and scrubbing 
with spray chemicals, However, 
Sullivan explained, "sometimes 
everything gocs and plants can't 
process sludge." In that case, said 
Sullivan, sludge builds up and 
Produces noxious fumes and a town 
could run into "big problems,” 
Though the state said it plans to use 
the best available technology to 
process sludge, Sullivan added he's 
wary because he doesn't think 
“much of it.” 

Sullivan urged residents to get 
behind the fight to stop a sludge 
facility from being located in 
Wilmington, He said though his 
"gut feeling” is the town won't get 
the plant, it's always better to be 
prepared.

The local board of 
health, which has provided funding 
to the agency since 1972, reduced 
its support by 25 percent duc to the 
present tax cap. This funding is for 
Wilmington residents who are 
unable to pay the full cost of 
service. 

The Work Activities Center is an 
agency that was established in 1974 
as a sheltered workshop. The 
Center provides social, prevoca 
tional and vocational services to 
retarded citizens and other disabled 
adults. The ultimate goal of the 
agency is to place clients in jobs 
within the community. 

The Work Activities Center was a 
prior member agency of the United 
Fund until 1983 when it became 
self-sufficient. Since its departure, 
the Center has remained a Fair 
Share contributor to the United 
Fund. During the 1987-88 
campaign, nine employees from the 
Center contributed $1,255

While Absentee Govemor Michael Dukakis is leaping 
from state to state talking about great management and 
the Economic Miracle, State Representative Jack Flood is 
trying to pick up the mess the governor has left behind by 
petitioning for an emergency mecting of the Legislature. 
Flood seeks to retum $91 million in local aid to cities and 
towns, which the Duke axed from the Fiscal Year 1989 
budget. 

Flood, a Democrat from Canton who chairs the Joint 
Committee on Taxation, is taking some criticism for his 
actions which would probably embarrass Candidate 
Dukakis. Some fellow democrats like State Senator Mike 
Barrett, who once represented part of Wilmington in the 
House, have taken jabs at Flood for his attempts to 
reconvege the House of Representatives. In an interview 
on Tuesday, Barrett said he wonders "about the silent 
hand of George Bush Republicans" in all this. 

But Flood seems undaunted by this occasional flak. 
Referring to Barrett in a tclephone interview on 
Tuesday, Rep. Flood stated, "he said it was mischief but 
it's not; we have a duty to fulfill." And Flood was 
adamant when he added, "This isn't partisan politics and 
George Bush has nothing to do with local aid.” 

So on the local front Wilmington's two reps are 
confronted with the challenge of whether or not to sign 
the petition calling for an emergency session. Rep. Jim 
Miceli, who's criticism of the Duke has travelled as far as 
the Wall Street Journal editorial page, said he was "still 
up in the air" but leaning toward signing. As for Rep. 
Geoff Beckwith, his mind is made up. Beckwith will 
definitely support Jack Flood's efforts, in part to "put to 
rest the misinformation and demagoguery that's been 
going out, and take care of cities and towns.” 

Beckwith described the $91 million Dukakis axed 
from the budget as "additional assistance" which would 
have been distributed to Wilmington and other 
communities in the spring. Beckwith said, "The 
governor's veto doesn't take away one dollar of expected 
revenue to the town, however it will remove what has 
been a significant buffer provided to towns over the past 
few years." 

If called back to Beacon Hill Beckwith plans to 
recapture the local aid through other savings in the state 
budget. "$91 million is a significant amount of funds, 
but we should be able to find the money though cuts", 
said Beckwith. The rep from Reading suggested the 
money could come from a freeze on state personnel 
hirings and cracking down on the use of consultants. 

As for Dukakis, he will be remembered as the first 
‘Dr. Jekyll, Mr Hyde’ of the American political 
landscape. Somchow respected nationally for 
competence, he's now recognized back home for budget 
disaster. 

Today, the mirage we observed in Atlanta via satellite 
continues. But if the Legislature is called back it would 
be a rightfully deserved embarrassment for the Duke, 
who's left behind a better fiscal mess than Frank Sargent 
ever Could have imagined. Though the petition in Jack 
Flood's office needs only 63 John Hancocks, it merits 
160; the total membership of the Massachusetts House.

- Playing games with Shawsheen River Estates

A game entitled "Let's Appease the Neighbors" has been 
played in Wilmington this past year. The players in the game 
‘went to great lengths to make neighbors of Shawsheen River 
Estates think they had some say in the HOP project proposed for 
Hopkins Street. 

The players promised they would look out for the neighbors’ 
best interests. They invited neighbors and abuttors to numerous 
meetings. At those meetings, proponents elaborated on the great 
need for affordable housing in Wilmington, a fact no one 
disputes. Proponents also made it seem‘as if they were doing the 
town a big favor by squeezing 220 multi-units onto 45 acres of 
land, thostly buildable, but with some wetlands. The players 
Praised the applicant for going about the permit procéss in "the 
right way,” but they glossed over the huge profits to be made 
once the three year construction phase is over. 

The neighbors, meanwhile proclaimed that the Project was 
much too dense and noted it was experimental in nature, since 
nothing similar has ever been built in town before. They told 
anyone who would listen they were unsure what kind of negative 
impacts such a large project would generate. Obviously, very 
few listened. 

Neighbors asked how Shawsheen River Estates could benefit 
the town and surrounding neighborhoods when this is a state 
controlled project designed to bypass town regulations. They 
Tecognized that a similar project by IMG was turned down 
unanimously by the same board that has welcomed Shawshcen 
River Associates with open arms. 

In the past year, neighbors wrote to town and state officials 
and spoke out many times to express their concems. When the 
board of appeals made their decision to approve the application 
for @ comprehensive permit last week, no mention was made of 
this fact. Instead, members said they had based their decision on 
input from Consultants and ten local boards and officials. To 
many residents who were under the illusion their opinion 
Counted for something, this was a slap in the face. 

Access was always the top issue with residents of Reed Street 
and Harold Avenue. From the beginning, neighbors questioned 
the wisdom of opening up Reed Street as a full access road. The 
resulting cut-through traffic, they felt, would create serious 
safety problems for the elderly, handicapped, and small children 
who walk and play in the area. 

In last week's decision to make Reed Street and Hopkins Street 
access roads, no consideration was given to neighbor's concems 
except for signs limiting access at peak hours. Though the 
appeals board chairman made a verbal commitment to several 
People not to make Reed Street a through road, this writer was 


told someone was using his or her "influence" to open up Reed 
Street and the decision was out of the appeals board's hands. 

Someone also alleged that in the contract with the applicant, 
the land owner stipulated that Reed Street must be used as an 
access road if the project goes through -- or no deal. Is it any 
wonder that area residents are angry and bitter as they prepare 
to look forward to several thousand vehicle trips per day down a 
‘once quiet strect? With options such as dead end cul de sacs and 
fire access only available to officials, neighbors have every right 
to question if the access issue was handled in their best interest. 
sity was another key issue with abuttors. Many town 
of! agreed, at first, that Shawshcen River Estates was a 
very dense project. The Wilmington Board of Selectmen 
initially took exception to the density during a discussion on 
CDAG funds. For some reason, project size was no longer an 
issue at a second mecting of that board, though sessions continue 
to be held on the CDAG grant and some boards are spending the 
moncy before it's even awarded. The planning board, too, 
should have been vocal in protest of a project that exceeds PRD 
zoning. Traditionally that board has been a watchdog against 
negative impacts on adjacent property. Not so in this case, it 
secms. 

The board of appeals clearly summed up the whole density 
question. One of their conditions states that "there shall be no 
minimum lot size, frontage, width, depth,side, front, and rear 
yard requirements for the proposed development. Density need 
not be complied with." 

While a list of rigid conditions set forth for IMG last year 
went out of its way to protect the Arlene Avenue neighborhood, 
no such protection or consideration was given to The Reed 
Street - Harold Avenue area, The board of appeals decision 
neglects to mention such important matters as construction 
access for trucks, a landscaped buffer, and aesthetics. 

Neighbors now fecl they were being appeased for the past year 
and "strung along" by a town that, for the most part, Jeft them 
out of the decision making process. They feel though they were 
encouraged to voice their concems, few if any of their major 
concems were actually met. 

Neighbors vow to keep a close eye on the project and any 
problems which will most assuredly surface in the next few 
years. They wonder what the outcome will be with only 
“periodic” progress reports required during construction, as 
opposed to the weekly reports required of IMG. They fear the

Backyard Gardening 


By Hugh Wiberg 

August is the month during which 
our plants have the greatest chance 
of contracting diseases. Diseases, 
including viruses, funguses, and 
wilts, are perhaps the most worry- 
some aspect of vegetable garden- 
ing, since you cannot rally sec 
them, They sneak up and grab a 
plant and, especially with viruses 
and bacterial diseases, the eventual 
death of the plant is inevitable. 

If you are a typical gardener, you 
cross your fingers and hope your 
plants will remain healthy and 
strong throughout their growth 
cycle. Few of us will take the time, 
beginning late in July, to spray our 
plants once a week, through 
August, with an all purpose garden 
fungicide. Yet this is the only 
means by which we can be assured 


of eliminating disease losses 
entirely. 
If your tomato plants are 


beginning to look a little strange all 
of a sudden, you may be seeing the 
early signs of any onc of a dozen 
different diseascs endemic to our 
number one garden crop. We will 
take a brief look at the four most 
common tomato diseases here in the 
northeast, but first let me make. a 
Suggestion. 

There is a reference book in most 
of the larger garden centers called 
the Ortho Problem Solver. This 
large book is available to shoppers 
at, among other places, Mahoneys 
Too-in Tewksbury, and Pinewood 
Gardens in North Reading. In 
cluded in this excellent reference is 
a section on plant diseases, with 
color photos of tomato plants, 
foliage and fruit, in various stages 
of just about all the common (and 
some uncommon) diseases. If you 
to take the time, you should be 
able to at Icast identify your 
problems, which is step onc toward 
controlling it. This book also 
suggests prevention and cure 
techniques, the most common of 
which (as you might guess) is a 
once a week spray application with 
Ortho's All 
Fungicide 

About 20 discases have been 
idcntificd as potential trouble 
makers for tomato plants. In my 25 
years of growing tomatocs, I have 
had by far the most difficulty with 
these four: 

1. Blossom end rot. This is an 
environmental ° discase - usuatly 
caused by improper watering, or 
by a calcium deficiency when the 
fruit is forming. It most often 
occurs when plants have had 
favorable conditions carly in the 
season, followed by an extended 
period of drought while tHe fruit is 
beginning to develop. Under these 
circumstances, the cells at the end 
of the blossom fail to receive 
sufficient water to grow. End rot 
can also occur after a period of 
heavy rain (such as we have had 
recently) causing rootlets to die 
from lack of acration in the soil 


Purpose Garden * 


Occasionally, overdoses of nitro- 
gen will hinder the uptake of 
calcium, a situation which aggra-n 
vates the problem. The visual 
symptom is sunken, brown to 
blackish leathery spots which 
develop near the blossom and 
{opposite the stem end) of the 
tomato. Other than once a week 
spray with an all purpose fungicide, 
it is important to water the plants 
evenly, and only when needed. For 
next year's crop check yevr soil pH 
this fall. It should be between 6.0 
and 7.0. If below 6.0, add crushed 
limestone, which contains calcium. 

2. Fusarium wilt. This is a 
fungal disease that likes warm, dry 
weather. Evidence of its presence 
on tomato plants is a yellowing of 
the leaves, which spreads upward 
from the base as the discase 
progresses, The leaves wilt no- 
ticably and eventually the whole 
plant will dic. The plants may 
prodyg@ some fruit before they 
expire. Fungicides are not effective 
nst fusarium fungi, so the only 
recourse is to plant varieties which 
are known to be resistant to this 
discase. These include Big Girl, 
Better Girl, Beefmaster, Better 
Boy and Supersoni 

3. Mos Mosaic is a common 
viral disease found throughout the 
United States. Besides tomatoe 
other vulnerable plants arc cuke 
lettuce, melons, peppers, potatocs 
and squash. On tomatoes, the 
infectcd plants turn yellowish, 
growth is stunted, and the leaves 
develop a shoestring appearance. 
Mosaic cannot be cured. It can be 
slowed with a fungicide spray, but 
this is a delaying tactic. Most of the 
recent hybrid tomatocs are resistant 
to Mosaic, including Beefmaster, 
Whopper and the Burpee beefsteak 
types, 

4. Septoria leaf spot. | have 
seen evidence of this fungal disease 
in my garden already this year. 
Signs are numerous gray circular 
tered randomly on the 
. Unless the plants are 
sprayed with a fungicide, they will 
eventually lose all their foliage and 
dic. A once a week for thre ks 
application of Ortho's All Purpose 
Fungicide will usually climinate 
this problem. Take care not to 
brush against wet plants, since this 
tends to sprcad the disease to other 
plants.

Fish have eyes, and pretty sharp 
‘ones, at that. 

But just how well do they see, and 
how much of their food gathering 
is done without vision? 

I wish I knew, because it would 
sure help in trying to catch them. 

First, a few observations -- 

Bass frequently try, but too often 
fail, to blast my Jitterbug off the 
surface. They hit the plug readily, 
but they also miss. There's no other 
word for it -- they just plain miss 
the target. Big splash, but no tug 

On the other hand, a red rubber 
worm fished slowly along the 
bottom is just as devastating. A few 
days ago 1 was hitting bass left and 
right on a rubber worm -- at 2 a.m. 
‘on a foggy, moonless night! My 
tackle box was almost invisible, but 
the bass could find a rubber worm 
in three feet of water. Hmmm. 

Part the problem might be the 
way their eyes are mounted -- on 
cither sido. As Hipshot Percussion 
once pointed out in the old Rick 
O'Shay comic strip, (am I dating 
myself with that?) critters with eyes 
mounted on the sides of their head 
are prey, from rabbits to cattle, 
while those with eyes in front are 
predators -- weasels to wolves, and 
with our own species thrown in. 

So, here we have bass tying to 
nail a visible target, but missing. 
Just hold your surface lure over- 
head at night to see what kind of a 
target it presents. It's pretty visible, 
isn't it? Add to that the burbling of 
a Jitterbug, and it’s rather hard not 
to find it in the dark. 

Dan McGuiness from Fisheries & 
Wildlife said he understands that 
bass have their eyes connected to 
two different sections of the brain. 
If a bass hits after tracking a lure 
with the right eye, Dan said, then it 
won't hit thatdentical lure again 
unless you puf it past the left eye. 
Sounds weird, but Nature is full of 
strangeness and mystery. 

But all fish, including bass, also . 
have what's called a: lateral line 
running along their sides from gill 
cover to tail. Basically:an exposed 
nerve, the lateral line is supposed to 
help fish detect movements in the 
water, and thus help in finding food 
under less than perfect conditions. 

Indeed, I've caught fish in water 
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that was cloudly and roiled, about 
the color of coffee with cream. Or 
as an old timer once observed about 
the Colorado River -- too thick to 
drink, too thin to plow. So how did 
the fish find a tumbling worm in 
water with three inches visibility? 

And just to confuse things a bit 
more, my stepson Jon Woodman 
made an interesting discovery last 
week on a midnight bass outing. 

We were hitting bass on rubber 
worms, but only along shorclines 
that were shadowed from the full 
moon overhead. Shorelines where 
the moon blazed down were utterly 
devoid of fish, but shadowed ones 
were full of anxious bass. 


As a corollary, | clobbered bass 
on another recent midnight outing, 
but only after the moon had set 
behind the wees, While the moon 
was up the fishing was dead, zero. 
But after moonset the pond came 
alive, as if someone hit the switch. 
All quiet -- then blam! blam! blam! 

So, docs moonlight hurt the eyes 
of bass? It's widely known that bass 
hide under weeds and in the deep to 
avoid bright sunlight, but could the 
same thing apply to moonlight? 

Aquatic biologist Dick Keller of 
the Division of Fisheries & Wild- 
life said that smelt, which travel 
upstream to spawn, either don't run 
-- or run in Smaller numbers -- on 
moonlit nights. The reason, he said, 


is that predators can see smelt only 
too well in the moonlight. The same 
thing may apply to bass. 

Maybe, but not quite, IE-bass are 
predators, why don't they do more 
hunting in the moonlight, instead of 
less. They just stay home until the 
moon is gone, or so I've found 
lately. Hmmm. Something here is 
definitely odd ... 


Of course, it could be a host of 
other factors, such as atmospheric 
Pressure, temperature, etc., but the 
moonlight factor just came on so 
quick that it made me suspicious. 

Looks like I'll just have to do a 
few more nights worth of experi- 
mentation before I can safely say 
that bass don't like moonlight. It's 
just a theory, and it'll need work 
before I make any official decrees 
on the subject. 

And what a good excuse to go 
bass fishing, eh?

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Reading golf tourney raises

If anyone is prone to making 
outrageous conversation and 
inflammatory statements while 
he’s got a scissors to your head, 
it’s Antoine Maksou of Reading. 
But try to get him to fill in the 
details of the recent golf tour- 
nament he organized in 
memory of a friend, and he 
almost comes across as quiet 
and modest. Almost. 

Maksou's longtime friend and 
golfing partner Harry Ferry of 
Burlington died in January. 
“Harry was a great golfer and 
he died of cancer. Someone had 
to do something so | decided to 
do it," says Maksou. “We 
started in April and we sur- 
prised a lot of people. 

“Only in this country 
everything can happen in this 
country,” he continues. ‘People 
don’t know how great this 
country is. They should live 


somewhere else so they’d ap-* 


preciate it.” 

Maksou arrived here from 
Lebanon on June 8th, 1971 and 
has lived in Reading since 
March of "72, opening his first 
beauty salon on “March 13, 
1972,” to be exact. “I never 
dreamt that 17 years and five 
days later, 1 would ever be able 
to do what we did," he says. 

What he did - with the help of 
many area residents - was plan 
and execute a golf tournament, 
in Harry Ferry’s honor and 
memory, to benefit the Jimmy, 
Fund, “We raised $11,701 in golf 
fee donations that day,” says 
Maksou who began with the 
idea of raising $5,000 and within 
dared to dream in 


ree ri | to Maksou, the 
Meadow Br Golf Club 
donated its course, waiving its 
golf fees for the first time ever. 
Many local business people 
made donations of all kinds, for 
raffle prizes, breakfast and 
other expenses. He thanks 
several friends for their 
“special generosity": Bruce 
Latham for providing the 
breakfast during the morning 
half of the tournament; master 
of ceremonies Leo Connors for 
collecting the prizes that were 
raffled; Alan Fowler; Connie 
Welsh for doing the 24 
“beautiful” signs that were 
placed on the green to display 
the names of sponsors; and Jeff 
and Dennis Ferry for their 
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The Giorgio's Look... 
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support and help with the 
tournament and the fun- 
draising. 

Once the fees for the dinner, 
prizes, carts, and other ex- 
penses are paid, Maksou will 
present a check to the Jimmy 
Fund for almost $9,000. 

“Only in America,” says 
Maksou who had never played 
golf before coming to this 
country. “Harry used to beat 
me all the time and it was a 
pleasure to lose to him because 
he was such a great golfer. I feel 
like he was out there with us - 
June 13th was such a beautiful 
day. 

“T've been all over the Middle 
East and Europe,” he con- 
tinues, “and if you want to talk 
about a miracle, the miracle 
about my running a tournament 
like this is that I don’t even 
write English. Only in America 


could this happen.” 
Maksou “used to" speak 
French, Italian, German, 


Spanish, Armenian, and Arabic. 
‘Now I speak half-English,” he 


says. After graduating trom 
L'Oreal of Paris in '68, he came 
to the states, became a citizen 
in '76, and is now raising 
children Michael, age 15; Sonia, 
14; John, nine; and George, six. 
The oldest of eight children, 
he has brought four of his 
brothers here and they're ‘‘all 
successful’ and living in the 
area.

I think the 
appeal of the show over the last 
couple of years was that there 
wasn't any format, it was 
whatever we wanted to do. If we 
wanted to do a show about 
Shakespeare, we did that; if we 
wanted to do it in black and 
white, we did.

Die Hard is probably the 
closest I've ever come to 
showing, on screen, what is in 
my heart. David Addison is a 
character I play. The guys in 
Blind Date, Sunset — I was 
acting in those. In Die Hard, 
even though I was acting, a lot 
of what is me came through. I 
really wanted to play a 
vulnerable guy. I didn’t want to 
be a superhero, I didn’t want to 
be one of these larger-than-life 
guys, ‘cause I don't know any 
superheroes, I don’t know any 
guys like that. I know guys who 
are afraid, and I know guys who 
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giving interviews. 

“When Moonlighting first 
came out, so much stuff was 
said about it, ‘Oh, it’s a great 
show, it’s innovative, it’s new.’ 
After a while, one of you guys 
said, ‘Wait a minute, let's see 
what Bruce Willis really is 
about, let's find out what's 
underneath all that.’ The 
pressure that was involved, that 
was something I was not 
prepared for. No one can say 
‘here’s how you're supposed to 
act, here’s how you are sup- 
posed to behave.’
